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Note on Aadhaar Feeding 


With an objective of bringing an error free and authenticated electoral roll, the, 
Commission launched a nation-wide comprehensive programme, namely, National 
Electoral Roll Purification and Authentication Programme (NERPAP) on 
03.03.2015. 

The programme was to be completed by 15.08.2015. 

Major objectives of NERPAP 

/ Linking and authentication of EPIC data of electors with Aadhaar data, mobile 
number and e-mail ID. 

/ Voluntary disclosure of multiple entries in electoral roll. • • 

/ Corrections of errors in electoral roll or EPIC. 

/ Improvement of image quality. 

During the programme, the electors were being given facility to feed their Aadhaar 

number, in addition to mobile number and e-mail ID and EPIC number through the 

4 ' * 

following methods:- • 

/ National Voters Service Portal (NVSP) using web services through Election 

Commission website i.e. http://eci.gov.in. 


/ SMS to '51969'' 

V By making a call at T950’ to State call centres. 

/ By submitting the details of Aadhaar number, mobile number and e-mail ID 
and EPIC number in a hard copy. 

Apart from the above, collection and feeding of Aadhaar was also being done by 
Electoral Registration Officers through door-to-door survey by BLOs. 

Linking of electors’ data with Aadhaar was main component of NERPAP but the 
programme was basically for the purpose of cleansing the electoral roll from all 
multiple entries, errors, and also for improvement of existing photos of electors. 


Besides, collection / feeding of Aadhaar in addition to mobile number / e-mail ID 
was being done for the purpose of providing election related services and facilitation 


of citizens. 
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• The Commission, in pursuance of the Supreme Court’s interim direcfes&ed 

23.09.2013 on sharing of Aadhaar data, already issued instructi^ ^y^ tff^S^ 
Electoral Officers of all States clarifying that furnishing of Aadhaar nunSS^^^I'Sw 
mandatory but was optional. It was also made clear that non furnishing of Aadhaar 
number would not be a ground for rejection of any application. The applicants were 
being requested to give this information in their own interest to ensure defect free 
electoral roll and for incorporation of correct data of electors in the rolls. j:

• Activities relating to Aadhaar collection and feeding all over the country were going ' 

on intensively. The Commission held several rounds of meeting with CEOs to review 
progress of programme till the time Supreme Court made an interim Order in Writ 
Petition (Civil) No. 494 of 2012 (Justice K.S. Puttaswamy (Retd) & Another v/s 
Union of India & Others) on 11.08.2015. By the time, the all India percentage of 
Aadhaar collection and Aadhaar feeding was 50% (34,61,53,358) and 3$% 
(26,01,24,592) respectively. j; ■ 

• The Supreme Court stated that till the matter is finally decided by a larger Bench * 

Union of India or UIDAI to proceed in the following manner:- * ,
